The  Queen’s  Most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

WHEREAS  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  and 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  holden  in 
the  thirty-third  and  thirty-fourth  years  of  the  reign 
of  Her  present  Majesty,  intitutled  “An  Act  for 
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“luueiuling  tlie  law  relating  to  the  K.\traiJition  of 
“Criminals,”  it  was  amongst  other  things  enacted, 
that  where  an  arrangement  ha.s  been  made  with  any 
foreign  State  with  respect  to  the  surrender  to  such 
State  of  any  i’ugitive  criminals.  Her  Majesty  may,  by 
Order  in  Council,  direct  that  the  said  Act  shall  ai)ply 
in  the  case  of  such  foreign  State;  and  that  Her 
Majesty  may,  by  the  same  or  any  subsequent  Order, 
limit  the  operation  of  the  Order,  and  restrict  the  same 
to  fugitive  crimiinils  who  are  in  or  suspected  of  being 
in  the  part  of  Her  .Majesty's  dominions  specilied  in 
the  Onler,  and  render  the  operation  tliereof  subject 
to  such  conditions,  c-Kceptious,  and  qualifications  as 
may  be  deemed  ex])edicnt: 

And  whereas  a Treaty  was  coucludcd  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  .March  last,  between  Her  Majesty  and  the 
King  of  Denmark  for  tlie  .Mutual  E.\'tru(lition  of  fugi- 
tive Criminals,  wliicli  Treaty  is  in  the  terms  following : 

Her  .Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  His  .Majesty  the  King 
of  Denmark,  having  judged  it  e.xpedient,  with  a view 
to  the  better  administration  of  justice,  and  to  the 
prevention  of  crime  within  their  respective  territories 
and  juri.sdictions,  tliat  persons  charged  with  or  con- 
victed of  the  Clinics  hereinafter  enumerated,  and 
being  fugitives  from  justice,  should,  under  certain 
circumstances,  lie  reciprocally  delivered  up  ; their 
said  .Majesties  have  named  as  their  Plenipotentiaries 
to  conclude  a Treaty  for  this  jiurpose,  that  is  to  say  : 

Her  .Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  junl  Ireland,  Sir  Cliarles  Lenno,\  Wyke, 
Knight  Commander  oTtlie  .Most  Honourable  Order  of 
the  Bath,  Her  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  .Minister 
Plenipotentiary  to  His  .Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark  ; 

And  His  .Majesty  tlie  King  of  Denmark,  Baron  Otto 
Ditley  Rosenbrn  Lelin,  Knight  Commander  of  the 
Order  of  the  Daiielirog  and  Danebrogsmand,  His 
Jlajesty’s  Minister  for  foreign  Affairs  ; 

Who,  after  iiaving  communicated  to  each  other 
their  respective  full  powers,  found  in  good  and  due 
form,  have  agreed  upon  the  following  Articles  : — 

Art.  I.  It  is  agreed  that  Her  Britannic  .Majesty  and 
His  Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark  shall,  on  requisition 
made  in  their  name  by  their  respective  Diplomatic 
Agents,  deliver  up  to  each  other  reciprocally,  any 
persons,  e.vcept  native  born  or  -naturalized  subjects 
of  the  party  upon  Wliom  the  requisition  may  be  made, 
■who,  being  accused  or  convicted  of  any  of  the  crimes 
hereinafter  specified,  committed  within  the  territories 
of  the  requiring  party,  shall  be  found  within  the  ter- 
ritories of  the  other  party  : — 

1.  Murder,  or  attempt  or  conspiracy  to  murder. 

2.  Manslaughter. 

3.  Counterfeiting  or  altering  money,  or  uttering 
counterfeit  or  altered  money. 

4.  Forgerj',  or  counterfeiting,  or  altering,  or  utter- 
ing what  is  forged,  or  counterfeited,  or  altered. 

5.  Embezzlement  or  larcen}’'.  ' 

6.  Obtaining  money  or  goods  by  false  pretences. 

V Crimes  by  bankrupts  against  bankruptcy  laws. 

8.  Fraud  by  a bailee,  banker,  agent,  factor,  trustee, 
or  director,  or  member  or  public  officer  of  any  com- 
pany made  criminal  by  any  law  for  the  time  being  in 
force.  . ■ 

9*.  Rape. 

10.  Abduction 

11.  Child  stealing. 

12.  Burglary  or  housebreaking. 

13.  Arson. 

14.  Robbery  with  violence. 

15.  Threats  by  letter  or  otherwise  with  intent  to 
extort. 

IG.  Piracy  by  law  of  nations. 

If.  Sinking  or  destroying  a vessel  at  sea,  or  at- 
tempting or  conspiring  to  do  so. 

18.  Assaults  on  board  a ship  on  the  high  seas  with 
intent  to  destroy  life  or  to  do  grievous  bodily  harm. 

19.  Revolt  or  conspiracy  to  revolt  by  two  or  more 
persons  on  board  a ship_  on  the  high  seas  against  the 
authority  of  the  master. 

Provided  that  the  surrender  shall  be  made  only 
when,  in  the  case  of  a person  accused,  the  commis- 
sion of  the  crime  shall  be  so  established  as  that  the 
laws  of  the  country  where  the  fugitive  or  person  so 
accused  shalT  be  found  would  justify  his  apprehen- 
sion.and  commitment  for  trial  if  the  crime  had  been 
there  committed  ; and,  in  the  case  of  a person  alleged 
to  have  been  convicted,  on  such  evidence  as,  accord- 
ing to  the  laws  of  the  country  where  he  is  found, 
would  prove  that  he  had  been  convicted. 

Art.  II.  In  the  dominions  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty, 
other  than  the  Colonies  or  foreign  possessions  of  Her 
Majesty,  the  manner  of  proceeding  shall  be  as  follows  : 


1.  in  the  case  of  a j)erson  accused — 

The  requisition  for  the  surrender  shall  be  made  to 
Her  Britannic  .Majesty’s  Princii)al  Secretary  of  State 
for  Foreign  Affairs  by  the  .Minister  or  other  Diplo- 
matic Agent  of  His  .Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark  at 
London,  accompanied  by  (1)  a warrant  or  other 
equivalent  judicial  document  for  tlie  arrest  of  the  ac- 
cused, issued  by  a Judge  or  Magistrate  duly  authori- 
zed to  take  cognizance  of  the  acts  charged  against 
him  in  Denmark  ; (2)  duly  autlieuticated  deposition.^ 
or  statements  taken  on  oath  before  such  Judge  or 
■Magistrate,  clearly  setting  forth  the  acts  on  account 
of  which  the  fugitive  is  demanded  ; and  (3)  a descrip- 
tion of  the  person  claimed,  and  any  other  particulars 
which  may  serve  to  identify  him.  The  saiil  Secretary 
of  State  shall  transmit  such  documents  to  Her  Britan- 
nic .Majesty’.a  Principal  Secretarj’  of  State  for  the. 
Home  Department,  who  shall  then,  1j\'  order  under 
his  hand  and  seal,  signify  to  some  Police  .Magistrate 
i.n  Loudon  that  such  requisition  has  been  made,  and 
re((uire  him,  if  there  be  due  cause,  to  issue  his  war- 
rant for  the  aiiprehension  of  the  fugitive. 

On  the  receipt  of  such  order  from  the  Secretary  ot 
State,  and  on  the  production  of  such  evidence  as 
would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Magistrate,  justify  the 
issue  of  the  warrant  if  the  crime  had  been  committed 
in  the  United  •Kingdom,  he  shall  issue  his  warrant 
accordingly. 

When  the  fugitive  shall  have  been  apprehended  in 
virtue  of  such  warrant,  he  shall  be  brought  before 
the  Police  Magistrate  who  issued  it,  or  sotne  other 
Police  Magistrate  in  London.  If  the  evidence  to  be 
then  produced  shall  be  such  as  to  justify,  according 
to  the  law  of  England,  the  committal  for  trial  of  the 
prisoner  if  the  crime  of  which  he  is  accused  had  been 
committed  in  England,  the  Police  .Magistrate  shall 
commit  him  to  prison  to  await  the  warrant  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  his  surrender  ; sending  imme- 
diately to  the  Secretary  of  State  a certificate  of  the 
committal  and  a report  upon  the  case. 

.A.fter  the  expiration  of  a period  from  the  committal 
of  the  jirisoiier,  which  shall  never  be  less  than  fifteen 
days,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall,  by  order  under  hi.s 
hand  and  seal,  order  the  fugitive  criminal  to  be  sur- 
rendered to  such  person  as  may  be  duly  authorized 
to  receive  him  oh  the  part  of  the  Government  of  his 
Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark. 

2.  In  the  case  of  a person  convicted — 

The  course  of  proceeding  shall  be  the  same  as  in 
the  preceding  case  of  a person  accused,  except  that 
the  document  to  be  produced  by  the  .Minister  or  other 
Diplomatic  Agent  of  His  Danish  Majesty  in  support 
of  his  requisition,-  shall  clearly  set  forth  the  crime  of 
which  the  jierson  claimed  has  been  convicted,  and 
state  the  fact,  place,  and  date  of  his  conviction.  The 
evidence  to  be  produced  before  the  Police  Magistrate 
shall  be  such  as  would,  according  to  the  law  of 
England,  prove  that  the  prisoner  was  convicted  of 
the  crime  charged. 

After  the  Police  Magistrate  shall  have  committed 
the  accused  or  convicted  person  to  prison  to  awajt 
the  order  of  a Secretary  of  State  for  his  surrender, 
such  person  shall  have  the  right  to  apply  for  a -writ  of 
habeas  corpus.  If  he  should  so’  apply,  his  surrender 
must  be  deferred  until  after  the  decision  of  the  Court 
upon  the  return  to  the  writ,  and  even  then  can  only 
take  place  if  the  decision  is  adverse  to  tlie  applicant. 
In  the  latter  case,  the  Court  may  at  once  order  his 
delivery  to  the  person  authorized  to  receive  him, 
without  the  order  of  a Secretary  of  State  for  his  sur 
render,  or  commit  him  to  prison  to  await  such  order. 

Art.  III.  In  the  dominions  of'IIis  Majesty  the  King 
of  Denmark,  other  than  the  Colonies  or  Foreign  Pos- 
sessions of  His  said  Majesty,  the  manner  of  proceeding 
shall  be  as  follows  : — 

1.  In  the  case  of  a person  accused — 

The  requisition  for  the  surrender  shall  be  made  to 
the  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs  of  His  Majesty  the 
King  of  Denmark  by  the  Minister  or  other  Diplomatic 
Agent  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  at  Copenhagen,  ac- 
companied by  (1)  a warrant  for  the  arrest  of  the 
accused,  issued  by  a Judge  or  Magistrate  duly 
authorized  to  take  cognizance  of  the  acts  charged 
against  him  in  Great  Britain  ; (2)  duly  autheuticate<l 
depositions  or  statements  taken  on  oath  before  such 
Judge  or  Magistrate,  clearly  setting  forth  the  acts  on 
account  of  which  the  fugitive  is  demanded ; and  (3) 
a description  of  the  person  claimed,  and  any  other 
particulars  which  may  serve  to  identify  him. 

The  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs  of  His  Majest}’-  the 
King  of  Denmark  shall  transmit  such  requisitiou  for 
surrender  to  the  Minister  of  Justice  of  His  Majesty  the 
King  of  Denmark,  who,  after  having  ascertained  that 
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the  crime  therein  specified  i.s  one  of  lliose  enumerated 
in  the  present  Treaty,  and  satisfied  him.seir  that  the 
evidence  produced  is  such  .ns,  aceoriliiig  to  Uaiiish 
law,  would  justify  the  eomniiltal  lor  trial  of  the  indi- 
vidiial  demanded,  if  the  crime  had  l)een  eoniiuitteil  in 
Denmark',  shall  take  tlie  neee.s.sary  measures  for 
cau.sing  the  fugitive  to  he  delivereil  to  tlie  ])er.son 
charged  to  receive  him  by  the  Govornmenl  of  Her 
llritunnic  Majesty. 

2.  In  the  ease  of  a ])crson  convicted — 

The  course  of  proceeding  sliall  he  the  same  as  in 
the  preceding  case  ofa])er.son  accu.sed,  e.\cei)t  that 
the  warrant  to  ho  transmittcil  hy  the  .Minister  or  other 
Di])lomatic  Agent  of  Her  Kritannic  .Majcst^y  in  su])port 
of  his  requisition,  shall  clearly  set  forth  tlie  criiiie  of 
which  the  person  claimed  has  been  convicted,  and 
state  the  fact,  place,  and  date  of  his  conviction.  Tlie 
evidence  to  he  produced  shall  he  such  as  would,  ac- 
cording to  tlie  laws  of  Denmark,  jirove  that  the 
prisoner  was  convicted  of  the  crime  charged. 

Art.  I\'.  A fugitive  criminal  may,  liowever,  he 
apiirehcndcd  under  a warrant  issued  by  any  Police 
Magistrate,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  other  comiieteiit 
authority  in  cither  country,  on  such  information  or 
complaint,  and  such  evidence,  or  after  such  proceed- 
ings as  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  person  issuing 
the  warrant,  justify  the  issue  of  a warrant,  if  the 
crime  had  been  committed  or  the  ])risoner  convicted, 
in  that  part  of  the  dominions  of  the  two  Contracting 
Parties  in  which  he  exercises  jurisdiction  : Provided, 
however,  that  in  the  United  Kingdom  the  accused 
shall,  in  such  case,  be  sent  as  speedily  as  possible 
before  a Police  Magistrate  in  London;  and  that  in 
the  dominions  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark, 
the  case  shall  be  immediately  submitted  to  the  Minis- 
ter of  Justice  of  Mis  .Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark; 
and  provided,  also,  that  the  individual  arrested  shall 
in  cither  country  be  discharged,  if  within  fifteen  days 
a requisition  shall  not  have  been  made  for  his  sur- 
render by  the  Diplomatic  Agent  of  his  country,  in 
the  manner  directed  by  Articles  II  and  III  of  this 
Treaty, 

The  same  rule  shall  apply  to  the  cases  of  persons 
accused  or  convicted  of  any  of  the  crimes  specified  in 
this  Treaty,  committed  on  the  high  seas,  on  board  a 
vessel  of  either  country,  which  may  come  into  a ])ort 
of  the  other. 

Art.  Y.  If  the  fugitive  criminal  who  has  been  com- 
mitted to  prison  be  not  surrendered  and  conveyed 
away  within  f.vo  months  after  such  committal  (or 
within  two  mail ths  after  ' the  decision  of  the  Court, 
upon  the  return  to  a writ  of  habeas  corpus  in  the 
United  Kingdom),  he  shall  be  discharged  from  cus- 
tody, unless  sufficient  cause  be  shown  to  the  contrary. 

Art.  VI.  Vhen  any  person  sh  ill  have  been  surren- 
dered by  cither  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  to  the 
other,  such  persons  shall  not,  until  he  has  been 
restored  or  had  an  opportunity  of  returning  to  the 
country  from  whence  he  was  surrendered,  be  triable 
or  tried  for  any  offence  commitfed  in  the  other 
country  prior  to  the  surrender,  other  than  the  j>ar- 
ticular  offence  on  account  of  which  he  was  sur- 
rendered. , 

Art.  VII.  Xo  accused  or  convicted  jierson  shall  be 
surrendered,  if  the  offence  in  respect  of  which  his 
surrender  is  demanded  shall  be  deemed  by  the 
Government  upon  which  it  is  made  to  be  one  of  a 
political  character,  or  if  in  the  United  Kingdom  he 
prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Police  Magistrate,  or 
of  the  Court  before  which  he  is  brought  on  habeas 
corpus^  or  to  the  Secretaiy  of  State,  or  in  Denmark 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  of  Justice  of  His 
Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark,  that  the  requisition 
for  his  surrender  has,  in  fact,  been  made  with  a view 
to  try  or  to  punish  him  for  an  offence  of  a political 
character. 

Art.  VIII.  Warrants,  depositions,  or  statements  on 
oath,  issued  or  taken  in  the  dominions  of  either  of 
the  two  High  Contracting  Parties,  and  copies  thereof,- 
and  certificates  of  or  judicial  documents  stating  the 
fact  of  conviction,  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in 
proceedings  in  the  dominions  of  the  other,  if  purport- 
ing to  be  signed  or  certified  by  a Judge,  .Magistrate, 
or  officer  of  the  country  where  they  were  issued  or 
taken,  and  provided  they  are  authenticated  by  the 
oath  of  some  witness,  or  by  being  sealed  with  the 
official  seal  of  the  Minister  of  Justice,  or  some  other 
Minister  of  State. 

Art.  IX.  The  surrender  shall  not  take  place  if, 
since  the  commission  of  the  acts  charged,  the  accu- 
sation, or  the  conviction,  exemption  from  prosecution 
or  punishment  has  been  acquired  by  lapse  of  time 
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according  (o  the  laws  of  iho  couiilry  where  the  accu- 
sed or  convicled  iicr.son  shall  have  taken  refuge. 

Art.  ,\'.  If  the  individual  claimed  should  be  under 
prosecution,  ,or  in  custody,  for  a l•rinIe  or  ofl'ence 
conituiUed  in  the  country  where  he  may  have  taken 
reliige,  his  surrender  may  be  deferred  until  he  shall 
have  Iilmmi  set  at  libert}'  in  due  cour.se  of  law. 

In  case  he  should  be  proceeded  against  or  detained 
in  such  country,  on  account  of  obligations  contracted 
towards  [irivate  indiviiluais,  his  surrender  shall 
iicvertheles.s  take  jdace,  the  injured  Jiarty  retaining 
hi.s  right  to  prosecute  his  claims  before  the  competent 
authority. 

Art.  .\l.  Mvery  article  found  in  the  posse.s.sioii  of 
the  individual  claimed  at  the  time  of  his  arre.st,  shall 
be  seized,  in  order  to  be  delivered  tip  witli  his  pmeson 
at  the  time  when  the  surrender  shall  be  made.  Such 
delivery  shall  not  be  limited  to  the  [iroperty  or  arti- 
cles olitained  by  stealing  or  by  fratidulent  bankruptcy, 
btit  shall  extend  to  every  thing  that  may  serve  as 
iiroof  of  the  crime.  It  shall  take  place  even  when 
the  surrender,  after  having  been  ordere.l,  shall  be 
prevented  from  taking  place  by  rea.son  of  the  escape 
or  death  of  the  individual  claimed. 

-Art.  .XII.  Each  of  the  two  Contracting  Parties  shall 
defray  the  expenses  occasioned  by  the  arrest  within 
it.s  territories,  the  detention,  -and  the  conveyance  to 
its  frontier,  of  the  persons  whom  it  inny  consent  to 
stirrendcr  in  pursuance  ot  the  present  Treaty. 

-Art.  XIII.  The  sti[iulations  of  the  present  Treaty 
shall  be  applicable  to  the  Colonies  or  Foreign  Posses- 
sions of  the  two  High'  Contracting  Parlies,  in  the 
following  manner  : — ■ 

The  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  a fugitive 
criminal  who  has  taken  refuge  in  a Colony  or  Foreign 
Possession  of  either  of  the  two  Contracting  Parties, 
shall  be  made  to  the  (lovernor  or  Chief  .\uthority  of 
such  Colony  or  Possession  by  the  Chief  Consular 
Officer  of  the  other  Party  in  such  Colony  or  Posses- 
sion ; nr,  if  the  fugitive  has  escaped  from  a Colony  or 
Foreign  Possession  of  the  Party  on  whose  behalf  the 
requisition  is  made,  by  the  (lovernor  or  Chief 
-Authority  of  such  Colony  or  Possession. 

.Such  requisitions  may  be  disposed  of,  subject 
always,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Treaty,  by  the  respective  Governors  or  Chief  .Authori- 
tie.-:,  who,  however,  shall  be  at  liberty  either  to  grant 
the  surrender,  or  to  refer  the  matter  to  their  Govern^ 
ment. 

Her  Britannic  Majesty  and  His  Alajest}'  the  King  of 
Denmark  shall,  however,  be  at  liberty  to  make  special 
arrangements  in  their  Colonies  and  Foreign  Possos- 
.sions  for  the  surrender  of  criminals  who  may  take 
refuge  therein,  on  the  basis,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  of 
the  provisions  of  the  present  Treaty. 

Art.  XIV.  The  present  Treaty  shall  come  into 
operation  ten  d.ays  after  its  publication,  in  conformity 
with  the  forms  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  High 
Contracting  Parties. 

After  the  Treaty  shall  so  have  been  brought  into 
operation,  the  Convention  concluded  between  the 
High  Contracting  Parties  on  the  l-Ath  of  .April,  1862, 
shall  be  considered  as  cancelled,  except  as  to  any 
liroceeding  that  0103-  have  alread}’  been  taken  or 
commenced  in  virtue  thereof. 

Either  I’art}’  raa}’-  at  any  time  terminate  the  Treaty 
on  giving  to  the  other  six  month's  notice  of  its 
intention. 

Art.  XV.  The  present  Treaty  shall  be  ratified,  and 
the  ratification  shall  bo  exchanged  at  Copenhagen  as 
soon  as  ma>'  be  within  four  weeks  from  the  date  of 
signature. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  respective  Plenipotentiaries 
have  signed  the  same,  and  have  affixed  thereto 
the  seals  of  their  arms. 

Done  at  Copenhagen,  the  thirty-first  day  of  March, 
in  the  year  of  Our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred 'and  seventy-three.

Protocol  signed  at  ^yashiuyton  on  the  \0th  of  March, 
1873,  defining  the  Boundary  Line  through  the  Canal 
dc  Haro,  in  accordance  with  the  Atvard  of  the 
Emperor  of  Germany  of  October  21,  1872. 

WHEREAS  it  was  provided  by  the  1st  Article  of 
the  Treaty  between  Great  Britain  and  the  United 
States  of  America,  signed  at  Washington  on  the  15th 
of  June,  1846,  as  follows  : — 

“ARTICLE  1. 

“From  the  point  on  the  49th  parallel  of  north 
latitude,  where  the  boundary  laid  down  in  existing 
Treaties  and  Conventions  between  Great  Britain  and 
the  United  .States  terminates,  the  line  of  boundary, 
bettveen  the  territories  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  and 
those  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  continued  west- 
ward along  the  said  49th  parallel  of  north  latitude, 
to  the  middle  of  the  channel  which  separates  the 
Continent  from  Vancouver’s  Island ; and  thence 
southerly  through  the  middle  of  the  said  channel, 
and  of  Fuca’s  Straits,  to  the  Pacific  Ocean;  provided, 
however,  that  the  navigation  of  the  whole  of  the  said 
channel  and  straits,  south  of  the  49th  parallel  of 
north  latitude,  remain  free  and  open  to  both  Parties.” 

And  whereas  it  was  provided  by  the  XXXI Vth 
Article  of  the  Treaty  between  Great  Britain  and  the 
United  .States  of  America,  signed  at  Washington  on 
the  8th  of -May,  1871,  as  follows  : — 

“ARTICLE  XXXIV. 

“ Whereas  it  was  stipulated  by  Article  I of  the 
Treaty  concluded  at  Washington  on  the  15th  of  June, 
1846,  between  Her  Britannic  Majesty  and  the  United 
States,  that  the  line  of  boundary  between  the  territo- 
ries of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  and  those  of  the  United 
States,  from  the  point  on  the  49th  parallel  of  north 
latitude,  up  to  which  it  had  already  been  ascertained, 
should  DC  continued  westward  along  the  said  parallel 
of  north  latitude  to  the  middle  of  the  channel  which 
separates  the  Continent  from  Vancouver’s  Island,  and 
thence  southerly  through  the  middle  of  the  said 
ch.annel  and  of  Fuca  .Straits  to  the  Pacific  Ocean, 
and  whereas  the  Commissioners  .appointed  by  the  two 
High  Contracting  Parties  to  determine  that  portion 
of  the  boundary  which  runs  southerly  through  the 
middle  of  the  channel  aforesaid  were  unable  to  agree 
upon  the  same  ; and  whereas  the  Government  of  Her 
Britannic  .Majesty  claims  that  such  boundary  line 
should,  under  the  terms  of  the  Treaty  above  recited, 
be  run  through  the  Rosario  .Straits,  and  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  claims  that  it  should  be 
run  through  the  Canal  de  Haro,  it  is  agreed  that  the 
respective  claims  of  the  Government  of  Her  Britannic 
Majesty,  and  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  arbitration  and  award  of  ■ 
His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Germany,  who,  having 
regard  to  the  abovementioned  Article  of  the  said 
Treaty,  shall  decide  thereupon,  finally  and  without 
appeal,  which  of  those  claims  is  most  in  accordance 
with  the  true  interpretation  of  the  Treaty  of  June  15, 
1846.” 

And  whereas  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Germany 
has,  by  his  award  dated  the  21st  of  October,  1872,

The  Undersigned,  tiie  Riglit  Honourable  Sir  Edward 
Tiiornton,  one  of  Her  Majesty’s  Most  Honourabie  Privy 
Councii,  Knight  Commander  of  tbe  Most  Honourable 
Order  of  liic  Batii,  Her  Britannic  Majesty’s  Envoy 
Extraordinary  and  .Minister  Plenipotentiary  to  the 
United  States  of  .\merica,  and  Rear-Admiral  James 
diaries  Prevost,  Commissioner  of  Her  Britannic  Ma- 
jesty in  respect  of  the  boundary  aforesaid,  and 
Hamilton  Fisli,  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United 
States,  duly  authorized  by  tlieir  respective  Govern- 
ments to  trace  out  and  mark  on  charts  prepared  for 
tliat  purpose  the  line  of  boundary  in  conformity  with 
tile  award  of  His  .Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Germany, 
and  to  complete  the  determination  of  so  much  of  the 
boundary  line  between  the  possessions  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  as  was 
left  uncompleted  by  the  Commissioners  heretofore 
appointed  to  carry  into  effect  the  1st  Article  of  the 
Treaty  “of  15th  June,  1846,  have  met  together  at 
Washington,  and  liave  traced  out  and  marked  the 
said  boundary  line  on  four  charts,  severally  entitled 
“North  America,  West  Coast,  Strait  of  Juan  de 
Fuca,  and  the  Channels  between  the  Continent  and 
Vancouver  Island,  showing  the  Boundary  Line,  be- 
tween British  and  American  Possessions,  from  the 
Admiralty  Surveys  by  Captains  H.  Kellett,  R.  N., 
1847,  and  G.  II.  Richards,  R.  N.,  1858-1862;”  and 
liaving  on  examination  agreed  that  the  lines  so  traced 
and  marked  on  the  respective  charts  are  identical, 
they  have  severally  signed  the  said  charts  on  behalf 
of  their  respective  Governments,  two  copies  thereof 
to  1)0  retained  by  the  Government  of  Her  Britannic 
•Majesty,  and  two  copies  thereof  to  be  retained  by  the 
Government  of  the  United  States,  to  serve  with  the 
“ Definition  of  the  Boundary  Line”  attached  hereto, 
showing  the  general  bearings  of  the  line  of  boundary 
as  laid  down  on  the  charts,  as  a perpetual  record  of 
agreement  between  the  two  Governments  in  the  mat- 
ter of  the  line  of  boundary  between  their  respective 
dominions,  under  the  1st  Article  of  the  Treaty  con- 
cluded at  Washington  on  the  15th  of  June,  1846.

Definition  of  the  Boundary  Line. 

The  chart  upon  which  the  boundary  line  between 
the  British  and  the  United  States’  Possessions  is  laid 
down  is  entitled  “ North  America,  West  Coast,  Strait 
of  Juan  de.Fuca,  and  the  Channels  between  the  Con- 
tinent aud  Vancouver  Island,  showing  the  Boundary 
Line  between  British  and  American  Possessions,  from 
tbe  Admiralty  Surveys  by  Captains  II.  Kellett,  R.N., 
I847,  and  G.  H.  Richards,  R.N.,  1858-1862.” 


The  boundary  line  thus  laid  down  on  the  chart  is 
a black  line,  shaded  red  on  the  side  of  the  British 
Possessions,  and  blue  on  the  side  of  the  Possessions 
of  the  United  .States. 


The  boundary  line  thus  defined  commences  at  the 
point  on  the  49th  parallel  of  north  latitude  on  the 
west  side  of  Point  Robarts,  which  is  marked  by  .a 
stone  monument,  and  the  line  is  continued  along  the 
same  parallel  to  the  middle  of  the  channel  which 
separates  the  Continent  from  Vancouver  Island,  that 
is  to  say,  to  a point  in  longitude  123°  19'  15"  west, 
as  shown  on  the  said  chart. 

It  then  proceeds  in  a direction  about  south  50°  east 
(true)  for  about  15  geographical  miles,  when  it 
curves  to  the  southward  passing  equidistant  between 
the  west  point  of  Patos  Island  and  the  east  point  of 
Saturna  Island  until  the  point  midway  on  a lino 
drawn  between  Turn  Point  on  Stewart  Island  and 
Fairfax  Point  on  Moresby  Island  bears  south  68°  west 
(true),  distant  10  miles,  then  on  a course  south  68° 
west  (true)  10  miles  to  the  said  point  midway  be- 
tween Turn  Point  or  Stewart  Island  and  Fairfax  Point 
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oil  Moresby  Isliuut,  thence  on  a course  about  south 
12°  .10'  east  (frue)  for  about  SJ  miles  to  a iioint  due  east 
1 mile  from  the  northernmost  kelp  reef,  which  reef  on 
the  said  e.hart  is  laid  down  ns  in  latitude  4^°  31'  north 
and  in  longitude  121°  15'  west ; then  its  direction  con- 
tinues about  south  20°  15'  east  (true)  GJ  miles  to  a 
point  midwaj- between  Sea  Hird  J’oint  on  Discovery 
Island  and  Pile  Point  on  San  Juan  Island,  thence  in 
a straight  line  south  45°  east  (true)  until  it  touches 
the  north  end  of  the  middle  bank  in  .between  11  and 
18  fathoms  of  water  : from  this  point  the  line  takes  a 
general  south  28°  3o'  west  direction  (true)  for  about  10 
miles,  when  it  readies  the  centre  of  the  fairway  of  the 
Strait  of  Juan  dc  Fuca,  which  by  the  chart  is  in  the 
latitude  of  48°  17'  north  and  longitude  121°  14'  40" 
west. 

Thence  the  line  runs  in  a direction  south  71°  west 
(true)  for  12  miles  to  a point  on  a straight  line  drawn 
from  the  liglit-house  on  Race  Island  to  Angelos  Point 
midway  between  the  same. 

Thence  the  line  runs  through  the  centre  of  the 
Strait  of  Juau  de  Fuca,  first,  in  a direction  north 
80°  30'  west  about  oj  miles  to  a jioint  equidistant 
on  a straight  line  between  Beechey  Head  on  Vancou- 
ver Island  and  Tongue  Point  on  the  shore  of  Wash- 
ington Territory  , second,  in  a direction  north  7G° 
west  about  13,1  miles  to  a point  equidistant  in  a 
straight  line  between  Sherringbara  Point  on  Vancou- 
ver Island  and  Pillar  Point  on  the  shore  of  AVashing- 
ton  Territory  ; third,  in  a direction  north  08°  -west 
about  30'J  miles  to  the  Pacific  Ocean  at  a point  equi- 
distant between  Bonilla  Point  on  A'ancouver  Island 
and  Tatooch  Island  lighthouse  on  the  American 
shore,  the  line  between  the  points  being  nearly  due 
north  and  south  Onie).
